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Looking At Credibility 


The word “credibility” just about has to be 
the term most identifiable with the last five years 
of life in these United States. Who hasn’t heard 
of any number of credibility gaps? 


If everyone would tell the truth, the number 
of these chasms of doubt would be greatly re­ 
duced but some still would exist. For facts do 
not always appear the same to everyone and they 
frequently are misunderstood or misinterpreted, 
giving rise to debate and dispute. 
A current example of this is the divergent view 
being expressed about the alleged bombing of 
Laotian villages by American bombers, by two 
members of the same American political party. 


REP. PAUL N. McCLOSKEY of California has 
charged, after a visit to Laos, that U.S. bombers 
deliberately have destroyed thousands of villages 
in that country. 


Sen. William B. Saxbe of Ohio, who also has 
visited Laos, disagrees with Rep. McCloskey and, 
in fact, praises the U.S. Air Force for its pinpoint 
bombing which makes it possible to avoid hitting 
villages and populated areas. 


So different are their views on this issue that 
Sen. Saxbe said he is not sure his fellow Repub­ 
lican legislator, Rep. McCloskey, saw the same 
country that he did. Which one’s story is credi­ 
ble? 
As for the misunderstanding or misinterpreta­ 
tion of facts and 
statistics 
causing 
credibility 
gaps, Rep. McCloskey’s statements also provide 
an example of this. 
He reportedly circulated a figure of 700,000 as 
the number of refugees currently in Laos. A State 
Department spokesman places a different inter­ 
pretation on the figure explaining thait the 700,000 
figure is used by the Royal Lao government as 
the total number of people who have been dis­ 
placed at least once but many of whom now are 
self-sustaining. 


THE AMERICAN EMBASSY says the figure 
should be 266,862 instead of 700,000. 
And so — more credibility gaps, more distrust, 
more skepticism and more division within the na­ 
tion. To eliminate these conditions seems a real, 
existing, contemporary — “ impossible dream.” 
Pass Out the Medals 


A research news flash tells us that laughter 
may be harmful, especially to people with re­ 
spiratory and heart problems. 
Boy, if that tidbit doesn’t break the old camel’s 
back, it certainly puts an enormous strain on it. 
Seems like everything is a no-no. 
Let’s see what the score is today. 
We have been told that favorite foods may have 
no nutritional value or may be downright bad 
for us — and we can’t be sure the food that 
is good for us has been properly and safely pre­ 
pared and packaged. 


PROVIDING THAT WE are able to purchase 
nutritional, safe food before it is removed from 
grocery shelves because it is unsafe, we are stuck 
on the horns of a disposal dilemma. Keeping 
empty containers around the house is highly un­ 
satisfactory but by getting rid of them we are 
contributing to environmental abuse. 
If we manage to get on the highway before 
our car is recalled, chances of getting nailed by 
a drunk or a speed nut are so great a bookie 
wouldn’t cover the bet. 
If an accident does occur, we are told, flimsy 
construction makes it almost certain that the 
damage will be heavy which will push our in­ 
surance rates sky high — provided our policy 
hasn’t been cancelled in the meantime. 
Nonsmokers and reformed smokers face a day 
of breathing in second-hand smoke from nonre­ 


formed smokers which reportedly is not good foi 
them. 
Progressing through a normal day an individual 
may wonder if his phone is bugged, if he is under 
military or FBI surveillance or if what he is 
doing will someday 
be 
admitted 
as 
evidence 
against him as an enemy of society. 
It’s enough to cause a splitting headache. 
But anyone who gets ready to gulp a couple 
of aspirin must weigh the warning of experts 
that they aren’t good for his stomach. 
By this time, modern man is ready for a strong­ 
er medicine. However, he has been told that such 
a remedy not only is overpriced, but may cause 
more harm than good. 


MAYBE A DOCTOR is the answer. But there 
are those high fees, long waits and the prescrip­ 
tions that may or may not work with drugs 
that may or may not be safe. 
Perhaps some relaxing in front of the televi­ 
sion set will help. But television has been accus­ 
ed of helping foster violence and if you watch a 
color set, there’s the matter of potential radia­ 
tion. 
Well, a nice, long walk might be just the ticket. 
But that so-called fresh air is deceptively full of 
contaminants. Anyway, an evening stroll is an 
invitation to be mugged. 
Phew! 
Congratulations on making it through another 
day. 
Not a Second to Spare 


For the first time in history, the average person 
can afford a watch that will keep time more 
accurately than the average person will probably 
ever want to keep it. 
The advent in 1960 of a wrist watch using a bat­ 
tery-powered tuning fork in place of the conven­ 
tional spring-driven balance wheel was the first 
major technological innovation in several centu­ 
ries. The fork vibrates 360 times a 
second, 144 
times the rate of a balance wheel. That’s more 
than 31 million times a 
day. 
They’ve gone about as 
far as they can go. Or 
have they? 
“The whole history of timekeeping,” observes 
watchmaker Harry Bulova Henshel, 
“has seen 
man 
dividing time into smaller and smaller in­ 
tervals — and for more and more purposes.” 
An example is the precise time measurement 
needed in spacecraft, such as devices that cut off 
rocket fuel. 
Henshel’s company, which developed the first 
tuning fork watch, Ithe Accutron, marketed 
a 
watch last year with a quartz crystal that vibrat­ 
es 8,192 times a second. You can have it for 
1,325 (plus tax). 
His company has also experimented with a tun­ 


ing fork clock that is corrected every four hours 
by a satellite passing overhead. 
The satellite electronically reads the clock on 
the ground, compares the reading with the time 
its circuits say that it should be over the spot on 
earth, and then beams back any necessary cor­ 
rection. 
It is 
not inconceivable 
that 
personal 
watches in the future could be kept in time the 
same way. 
The satellite clock has an accuracy of 86 one- 
millionths of a second. Nuclear physicists, of 
course, fool around not only with millionths but 
billionths of a second. 
But the really exciting field of the future, thinks 
Henshel, is somehow to tap the body’s own bio­ 
logical “clock.” 
“Everybody has experienced this clock,” he 
says. “Animals have it, too. And sometimes it’s 
amazingly accurate. You decide when you go to 
bed that you’re going to wake up at seven in the 
morning — and you do.” 
How does the body’s built-in timepiece work? 
What internal processes are involved? Would it 
be possible to hook an external dial to it? If so, 
might the watchmaker of tomorrow also be a 
neurosurgeon? 
Time, undoubtedly, will tell.

Did the 
Americans let you see every­ 
thing you asked to see?” 
“No they didn’t. They were 
very careful to let us see only 
the things they wanted us to 
see. For example, they wouldn’t 
let us see Los Angeles.” 
“What reason did they give’ ” 
“They said no one could see 
Los Angeles 
because 
of 
the 
smog. They said on most days 
even people who lived there 
couldn’t see it. They expected 
us to swallow this story.” 
“Comrade Hu Toy. Do you 
also feel the Americans tried 
to prevent 
you 
from 
seeing 
what you wanted to see?” 
“Yes. But they were very 
clever about it. They said we 
could go anywhere we wanted 
to, so one day I asked to go 
for a drive in the countryside. 
They took me on a road which 
they call a freeway. We travel­ 
ed five miles in four hours and 
by the time we got out of the 
city, our translator said we had 
to go back because it would 
take us another four hours to 
return to our hotel.

and be told us there were no^ 


passenger trains in the United 
States anymore. Of course, none 
of us believed it.” 
“Comrade Dan Gum. What 
were your impressions of the 
visit?” 
“THE THING THAT impress­ 
ed me the most was the cult of 
Nixon we saw everywhere. It 
is like our cult of Mao Tze- 
tung with 
one major 
differ­ 
ence. In the People’s Republic 
of China, we give credit to our 
beloved chairman Mao for ev­ 
erything 
good 
that 
happens 
here. In the United States, they 
blame Mr. Nixon 
for 
every­ 
thing bad that happens there.” 
“Comrade Ro Po-li, what was 
the highlight of the trip as far 
as you’re concerned?” 
“I think the highlight of the 
trip was our private visit with 
Vice President Spiro Agnew. He 
was very friendly and he told us 
many things about the United 
States that no one else would 
talk about.” 
“Such as?” 
“He told us that the Ameri­ 
can press and television net­ 
works were full of lies and they 
slanted 
the 
news 
and 
took 
things out of context so the Amr 
erican people never knew the 
truth. It was exactly what Mao- 
Tze-tung had told us and we 
were happy to hear it confirm­ 
ed from the lips of a high Am­ 
erican government official.

THE ESTIMATE, in fact, was 
not wholly in error. 
Some of 
the volunteers, equipped with 
little more than a liberal arts 
degree and a few stars in their 
eyes, proved to have little of 
value 
to the host countries 
where they worked. In Latin 
America, some of the activist 
types, working to organize the 
campesinos and instruct them 
in their civil rights, achieved 
little but new disillusion. In the 
course of time, the Peace Corps 
formally was invited out of half 
a dozen countries. And as the 
novelty wore off, 
applications 
declined from 45,600 in 1964 to 
1,900 last year. 
Yet the picture, viewed as a 
whole, was much better. The 
Peace Corps volunteers proved 
themselves, by and large, as 
excellent emissaries of the Unit­ 
ed States. They taught in schools 
where there had been no schools 
before; they performed some in­ 
genious miracles here and there 
in agriculture, in sanitation and 
in public health. 
They caused little or no em­ 
barrassment in U.S. foreign pol­ 
icy, and they made a host of 
friends in people-to-people 
di­ 
plomacy. Barry Goldwater’s en­ 
thusiastic 
comment 
that 
the 
Corps is “the best thing we 
have going in the field of foreign 
relations” probably is close to 
the mark, 
though it tells us 
something of what else we have 
going for us in the field of for­ 
eign relations. 
Under Director Joseph Blatch- 
ford, sideburned and blue-eyed, 
the Peace Corps is steadily be­ 
ing revamped. The new empha­ 
sis is on recruiting volunteers 
with specific skills — plumbers, 
carpenters, especially farmers. 
In 1969, barely 2 per cent of the 
requests 
reaching 
the 
Peace 
Corps from host countries were 
for farmers. This year the fig­ 
ure is 18 per cent. Meanwhile, 
requests for “generalists” have 
dropped in half, from 60 per 
cent to 29. 


RECRUITING EFFORTS are 
being altered in other directions 
also. From its inception, the 
Corps has encountered great dif­ 
ficulty in attracting black and 
Chicano volunteers. 
Vigorous 
programs 
are 
in 
motion 
to 
change this picture. Formerly 
the Corps took married couples, 
but none with children. Now 
whole families are being recruit­ 
ed. In 1969, only 6 per cent of 
the applicants were over 28; the 
figure this year is 21 per cent. 
Blatchford has a highly car­ 
bonated 
optimism 
about 
the 
road ahead. The new Action 
agency — unless Congress dis­ 
approves — 
will 
bring 
such 
agencies as VISTA (Volunteers 
in Service to America) and even­ 
tually the Teachers Corps under 
his wing. He foresees all kinds 
of possibilities for men and 
women with a sense of dedica­ 
tion ito volunteer service — for 
example, one year of teaching 
in some troubled spot in the 
United States, followed by two 
years of teaching abroad. A 
number of universities are work­ 
ing out plans to grant academic 
credit toward m aster’s degrees 
in return for volunteer service. 
Not everyone is so enthusias­ 
tic. Many of the VISTA people, 
suspicious of change and hos­ 
tile to Nixon, are dragging their 
feet. But Blatchford is warmly 
convinced that plenty of Amer­ 
icans still possess the old volun­ 
teer spirit, and he is ready to 
welcome them aboard his refur­ 
bished ship, for duty at home 
or abroad.
